In a Word, all the 
He,/:nders were willing to ſee the King in Pub- 
lic, and to aſſure themſelves, with their own. 
Eye,. that a Prince, whom they love ſo infinite- 
ly, and 'of whom -the; common Enemy had 
ſpread. ſo, many falſe Reports, was ftill alive, 
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ead-of the City, which. was done on Thurſday,

His curious Village and moſt delightful 
Phe, the Reſidence of that fuguſt Senate, 
which has been, as is were, the Arbiter of Peace, 


_ 
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and War to all Europe, whoſe charms are ſo 
erear, its Buildings ſo Stately and Magnificent, 
and its ſtreets ſo large, its ſhades fo ſweet, its In« 
habitants ſo civil,” and ſo good Natur'd, thatone 
may call it the Delight of the World ; it hath 
three very pretty and delightful Meadows on 
the ſide of De{ph, and Mountains of Sand on the 
other ſide, to cover it from the Rage of the O- 
cean, which is not above half a League diſtant 
from it ; at the end of which is the ſmall Village 
called Scheveling, which is Inhabited chiefly 
with Fiſhermen, where is a curious hard ſandy 
ſhoar, admirably contrived by Nature, for the 
Divertiſement of Perſons of Quality ; and hers 
in the Summer time the States, foreign Amba. 
fadors, and their 'Ladies, &c. in thetr Coaches 
and ſix Horſes, Ride on the Sands for ſeveral 
Leagues; the road from the Hague to this Village 
15a latemade way, cut through vaſt deep Moun- 
tains of Sand, paved through with curious ſtone, 
a work fit for the Antient Romans. | 

That ſide which looks to Leiden, hath a very 
pretty and large Wood, with curious Walks 
and Groves, of Oak, Elm, and Lyme-Trees, 
where there is a Park ſtored with variety of Deer. 
The Inhabitants take the Air there in; the Sumt= 
mer Seaſon, with a- Diyertiſement capable to 
render them envy*d even among the Gods, mo- 
ved by. this, that the pretty Ladies, take their 
pleaſure without fear of 'the Fabulous plunder, 
fo much celebrated by the Greeks, whereby poſs 
ſibly they fometimes make them real and. veris 


table. 
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The Counts of Holland frequently kept their 
Courts in this palace, chiefly moved thereunto 
by the pleaſantneſs of rhe place, and its commo- 
dious Situation for Hunting ; Our King (when 
Prince of Orange,) kept his Court at this place, 
where he has a moſt Qately Palace, the back 
part of which, with the great Hall, ſufticiently 
reſtify ts Antiquity. There is on the fide of 
it, a great ſquare, in' which place, on the ſide 
of the Levant are three Magnificent Lodgments, 
built a few years ſince ; the Doe/es make the” Cor- 
ner, whereof His Preſent Majeſty, they ſay, 
lay'd the firſt ſtone : Over againſt the other cor- 
ner is another Palace built by Prince Maurice of 
Naſſau, in which are to be ſeen the Portraitures 
of all the Kings in Europe, with many curioſities 
brought from America. 'The Yoorhant Frontis- 
Piece as well as the Houſes that face the Court 
en the ſide of the Yivier, make by far the 
Fagan Quarter of the Hague, by reaſon of 

he large and ſpaciouſneſs of the Streets, and 
the number of Trees that are planted there ; 
mi may ſee great numbers of Perſons of Qua« 
ity of both Sexes reſort thither in the Even. 
ing, ſome in their Coaches, and ſome on Foor. 
'The Cloyſter! of the Jacobines which was builr 
on the faid Poorhant, at this day {till retains 
the name of the Church of the Cloyſter. 

: There 1s another Church, built much after 
the form of the Thearer in Oxoz, and is of to 
Admuzable a piece of ArchiteQure without, that 
None Within. the ſeven Provinces (or ſcarce in 
the World) is comparable to it ; there*s no 
XI. BIS Pillars 
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pallars within, ſo that the Miniſter may beſeen 
in every place of the Church, by thouſands of 
People without any Impediment. The Counts 
of Holland's Chapple which is in the Cort, is at 
this day a.Church for the French Refugees there 
are two pretty places like ſquares, the -one' be- 
fore, and the other behind the Court, where 
all the Houſes reſemble thoſe of Princes. 

.- The Statesof Ho/and reſide here; as well the 
Councellors . of the Provincial Court, as of the 
Grand Council. . - The Cities of Holland have 
built here very Magnificent Houſes for their 
Deputies, of which in my Opinion that of Ley- 
den,is one of the beſt Scituate and next the Court. 
The Ambaſſadors of princes, the States Allies, 
have their Reſidence here. The Groote Kirck, 
or great Church is very fine, in the midſt of 
which is to be ſeen x & Arms of the Famous 
Knights, the Order of Toyſo® D'ore, which 
plainly ſhews that they there Celebrated the 
Feaſt of the ſud Toyſon : The Tower is very 
high, and its Form is Quadrangular, builr 
with bricks, which may be ſeen at 2 vaſt di. 
ſtance : In fine, this place is, at all times, ſo 
well Inhabited by Gentry, and Perſons of the 
greateſt Quality ; that if we conſider its Splen- 
dour, 'the Magnificence of its Buildings and 
Streets, the affluence of the Nobles, and the 
pleaſure .of Converſe ; The Hague 1s one of 
the prettieſt Courts, and the moſt agreeable in 
the Univerſe, | |

Some further Relations on the 4fſaiys 
 & Tranſations at the HAGUE. 


AT the King came to the Hague, few days 
f X paſt without the Arrival of fome Prin- 
ces, or other conſiderable Perſons, as well to 
have the Honeur to wait upon his:Majeſty, as 
to confer with him abour the preſent Afairs. 
*Tis true that moſt of the Princes came Izcogn:- 
ro, as well toavoid the diſputes of Precedency, 
as to confer more Familiarly . together, and 
without the Pefterment of Formalities. The 
Elefor of Brandenburgh, who lay at Cleves for 
ſome time, in expeQation of the Kings coming, 
no ſooner heard of his Arrival by the Courriers 
that were forthwith diſpatched to give him no- 
tice thereof, but he haſtened to the Hague, 
where he Arriv'd in Cognito, the 24th of 7a- 
nuary, The Duke of IW:irienbergh, Prince Regent, 
during the Minority of the Heir, and the Prince 
his Brother arrived the 29th, and were admit- 
red to the King a little time after. The Count 
of Windifſgrats, from the Emperor, Arrived 
February 4th, and was immediately admitted 
to the King. The Duke of Bavaris Arriv'd 
the 6th, about ten of the Clock at Night, and 
went to wait upon the King the next day about 
four a Clock in the Afternoon, with whom he 
had a Conference of two hours long. The 
th Marqenuſs 
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Margneſs of Caſtenaga, Governour of the Spa- 
.uiſh Netherlands, arriv'd .the next_ day with a 
"jolly Txain, of which. however but one part 
- Apa becauſe the P rinces - WeTe Incognito. 
The Landgrave of Heſſe Caſſel arriv'd the 11th, 
.accompanied by the. Count of Lyippe, the Baron 
of Gars, and ſeveral other Lords. The Prince 
of Commerce, General of the Impenal Forces, 
atriv'd the 15th. The Duke, and one Prince 
of Cowrlane, arrived the next day. The King 
regalie'd the greateft part of theſe Princes, and 
wasalſo pleaſed to accept of Entertainments at 
ſome of their Houſes. It would be tos long 
to make a Recital 'of all theſe Feafts. I ſhali 
only therefore mention two ; to ſhew what 
are the principal Ceremonies obſerved upon 
ſuch Occafions. +. | 
His Majeſty gave an entertainment to rhe 
Elefor of Brandenburgh the 3d. of. February, at 
his Houſe in the Wood ; the King had an 
hours Conference with the Ele&er, which be. 
ing ended, they entered into a ſpacious. Din- 
ing Reom, where was a Table and Cleth 
lay'd, with one only ſingle Vermeil Furniture, 
(conſiſting of the Gold Plate, fme Napkins, 
Knife, Fork, and Spoan,) and an Elbow Chair, 
where the King ſat down ; Afeer that a Chair 
was brought for the EleQtor, with a white Sar- 
tin Cuſhion, and a Vermeil Furniture hid him, 
hike the Kings. Then the King Commanded 
Sears and Furnirures to be brought for all the 
eeft of the Loxds that were preſent, who were 
placed ia this Qrder : [The Elector on — 
: l ighc 
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Right Hand; next to whom fat the Duke of 
Ormon:!,, the Earl of - Scarborough, Monſter 
Coibar, and : Monſieur Dankehnan, the Earl of 
Portland fat at the lower end of -the Table, juft 
oppoſite to the King; The Duke. of Norfolk 
on the. Kings Left Hand ;next ro whom fit the 
Count of Denhoff, and then the - General Spa: 
cloſed that ſide. of the Table, next to the Earl 
of Portland : The firft Health was begun by 
the King, who whiſper'd' it ſoftly ro the Ele- 
Qor, and the EleQor'to the reft without Na- 
ming 1t: ;- after that the King began ſeveral 
other Healths, which he carried to the EleQor, 
and the .EleQor to the reſt without Naming: 
The/King:and the EleQ&or were ſerved each of 
them by_a Page, all People being put out of the 
Room, with Orders given to the Guards, to let 
no Body enter. The Drums beat and the 
Trumpets . ſounded when the King and the E- 
lefordrank; but not for any ofthe reſt. 

The 5th of the fame Month the King Di- 
ned with the EleQtor of Brandenbargh, who went 
out into the very ſtreet to receive hun, and car- 
ried hin into. a ſpacious Dining Reom, where 
the Table was covered with Eleven Furnitures; 
and in a ſhort time after the meat was ſerved up. 
The King fat nan Elbow Chair ; on:the Kings 
Right -hand fat the Lord Chamberlain, and then 
the Earl of Porcland : Orr: the left hand of the 
Ele&or fate the Duke of Oz7-:0v4, and then the 
other Lords of the Court, : without any duſtinc-, 
tion of Precedence; and Monſieur Colber, pets: 


formed the Office of Eſq; Carver, the Kings. 
Buctler 
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Butler was alſo prefent to pour out the Wine. 
The King was ſerved by one of his Pages, and 
two of his Gentlemen ſtood behind his Chair. 
When the King returned, the Ele&tor.accom- 
pamied him, to the very Boot of his Coach. All 
theſe Divertiſements of Entertainment, and 
pleaſure, were intermixed with ſerious Con- 
ferences, his Majeſty being unwilling to looſe a 
moment of Conſultation for the general good of 
the Confederate Affairs : But all theſe Confeten- 
ces are kept ſo ſecret, that it 15 impoſſible to 
penetrate the knowledge of them ; nor ſhall 
we tindeiſtand the Concluſions but by the EE. 
feQs that will follow. The King has ſat in the 
Aſſembly of the States General, in that . of 'the 
States of Holland, and in the Council of State, 
to all which Bodies he expreſſed himſelf inmoſt 
AﬀeCGtionate Terms, which makes it appear, 
that his new Dignity has no way. leſſened the 
Love and AﬀeCtion which he had for thoſe Pro. 

vihces. | 

On the 1ſt. of March, the Duke of Zell arri- 

ved at the Hazue; and the Duke of Wolfenbutrel, 

his Brother, the Tucſaay following. The Ele- 

ftor of Baveria went the ſame day to Amfter- 

dam. On the 6th, the King ſet out for Loo,

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Water, which they catch in Nets, .and- tran- 
ſport to Land in their Boots, where they ſpraed 
it more ſmoothly, than a Mercer doth his Vel- 
vet, when he would hook in an Heir upon his 
coming to Age. Thus lying in a Field, you 
would think you ſaw a Cantle of green Cheeſe 
ſpread over with black butter. 

Their ordinary Pack-horles are all of Woad, 
carying their Bridles in their tails,and their Bur- 
dens in their Bellies When they travel gy 
touch no ground, and when they ſtand fill 
they ride ; and are never in danger but whi 
they drink up too much of their way. . 

The Etements are here at variance, the Sub- 
tile overſwaying the Grofſer. The Fire gon- 
fumes Earth, and the Air the Water. They 
burn turffs,and drain theis Grounds with Wind- 
mills, as if the Cholick were a Remedy far the 
Stone ; and they would proye againſt Philoſo- 
phy the Worlds Conflagration to be Natuzal, 
even ſhewing thereby thar the very Elements of 
Earth is combuſtable. 
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ſuir fits not more complear, than a coat of thatch 
though many years wearing. 

If it ſtand dry *tis embraced by Yizes ; But 
if you find it lower ſeated, 'tis only a cloſe Ar- 
bor in a plump of Willows and Alders, plea- 
fant enough while the Dog-days laſt. | 

The Bridge to this is a Fir-plank with a Box 
of {tones to poiz it withal, which with the leaſt 
help turns round like the Executioner when 
he whips offa Head : That when the Maſter is 
over, ſtands drawn, and then he is in his Caſtle : 
Tis ſure his fear that renders him fſupicious ; 
That he may therefore certainly ſee who enters, 
you ſhall ever find his window made over his 
Door.

The next are the Veſſels of the Houſe 
Marſhal'd about the Room like Watch-men 
All as neat as if you were in a Citizens 
Wives Cabbinet ; for unleſs it be themſelves, 
they let none of Gods Creatures loſe any thing 
of their Native Beauty. The Linings of their 
Houſes is more Rich than the Qut-ſfide, not 
in Hangings, but Pitures, which even the 
p_ of the Boars, are there furniſh'd with : 
Not a Cobler but has his Toys for Orna- 
BE | ment. 
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ment. Were the Knacks of all their Houſes 
ſet together, there would not be ſuch ano- 
ther Bartholomew Fair in Enrope. 

Their Beds are no other than Land-Cz- 
bins, high enough to need a Ladder, or Stairs : 
Up once, you are walled in with Wainſcor, 
and that is good diſcretion to ayoid the trou- 
ble of making your Will every Night; for 
once falling out, elſe would break your Neck 
perfealy. Bur if you die in it, this Comfort 
'you ſhall leave your Friends, that you died 
in clean Linnen. 

You may ſooner Convert a Jew, than to 
make an ordinary. Dutch-man yeild to Argu- 
ments that croſs him. A Old Bawd is eaftter 
'turn'd Saint, than a Waggoner perſwaded 
not to bait thrice in nine Miles. And whea 
he doth, his Horſes muſt nor ſtir, but have 
their Manger brought them into the way, 
where in a top ſwear they eat their Graſs, 
and driak their Water, and preſently after 
hurry away : For they ever drive as if they 
were all the Sons of N:z##thi, , and were furi- 
ouſly either purſuing an Enemy, or flying 
him.
